The to pic is be­ 
ing po inted up these day s fo r po ssible legislativ e actio n and J o y ’s 
o bserv atio ns are so und and wo rth listening to . 
W ith pro per metapho r, Mr. J o y asks the spo rtsmen and citi­ 
zens o f Ulster Co unty : “ Are we lo o king at the present flo o d co n­ 
tro l measures in the right perspectiv e? Hav e we accepted a mo n­ 
ster in sheep’s clo thing— and cure-all fo r flo o d damage that is 
do ing mo re harm in many way s, in its present fo rm, than it is 
do ing go o d? ” 
Glancing at the o v erall picture, J o y say s we hav e lo st many 
miles o f pro ductiv e and seenio Catskill mo untain tro ut streams 
to the bulldo zzer in the Eso pus anil Ro ndo ut watersheds. These 
“ mechanical mo nsters” hav e made sluiceway s o f lo ng stretches 
o f streambeds which vs ill no t ho ld fishlife in flo o d stage be- 
all pro tectio n has been stripped away . In dry

there is no" water at all inmiany o f these areas due to unv ary ­ 
ing flatness. 


• M illio n aqd H alf a Year: 
“The New York State Conserv ation D ep artm ent sp ends an 
estim ated million and a half dollars annually in fish-stocking p ro­ 
gram s and these conditions ex ist in many stream s all ov er New 
York S tate,” say s Joy . "By far the worst dam age is hap p ening to 
our reserv oirs. Growing p op ulations are demanding more p ure w a­ 
ter all the tim e with millions being sp ent annually into new reser­ 
v oir p rojects. The up p er basin of the Ashokan Reserv oir is rap idly 
filling with silt and mud coming downstream w ith ev ery run off. 
“Kingston’s emergency w ater sup p ly Reserv oir No. 4 is p rac­ 
tically choked. So what does the future hold?” Joy asks. “Millions 
more to be sp ent for new w ater p rojects 
and huge sums being sp ent 
in dredging op erations. We know the answer to all this lies in 
stream imp rov ement, a p rogram that has had many y ears of scien­ 
tific study of cause and effect and actual p ractice.” 
Joy furth er p oints out th at the Conserv ation D ep artm ent has 
a w ell-trained staff of engineers for this ty p e of work. The United 
States gov ernm ent flood control should sit in w ith them and learn 
our p roblems, he thinks. 


• B m ljrin g Is No t Cure-All 
“ Dredging alo ne Is no t the remedy because flo o d runo ff Is 
mo re rapid and creates greater ero sio n,” he say s. “ Stream 
Impro v ement with its sev eral ty pes o f sto ne and lo g structures 
Is still the best answer. There are a number still taking the 
brunt o f flo o d water in strategic spo ts o n the Eso pus and o ther 
streams after 30 y ears o r mo re— well wo rth the mo ney spent 
In their erectio n.” 
J o y suggests that deflecto rs built o f lo g and sto ne cribbing 
where highway s are clo se to the stream near the bends wo uld 
sto p highway flo o ding and also sto p ero sio n at these po ints and 
giv e pro tectio n to flshlife. Cribbing at any po int where banks 
are being cut away sho uld so lv e much o f the silting pro blem. 
Joy closes w ith a strong ap p eal for organized action on this 
v ital conserv ation p roject. 
“We, the Federated Sp ortsm en's Clubs of U lster County , 
realizing the dire need for imp rov ement of our stream s initiated a 
p rogram in the right direction by erecting sev eral log structures 
on Birch Creek last sum m er,” Joy Continues. “They stay ed firm 
in flood conditions this p ast fall and help ed considerably to right 
conditions in the Up p er Esop us Big Indian area. This is a good 
start, if a small one, and m akes us realize more than ev er the need 
for legislation, if we are to p rotect and conserv e our w ater re­ 
sources, flshlife and soil.” 
We think Chet J o y presents n so und case and go o d argu­ 
ments fo r hi* theo ries. We ho p» » they receiv e widespread at­ 
tentio n and help allev iate a situatio n which Is an ev er gro w­ 
ing co ncern o f all spo rtsmen.
